Anchorites, 


Without my 348 manual handy, I expect about 45 millamps if you 


feed it with 250 volts. 
Do two things: 


1) Increase the resistance in the audio output cathode to reduce 
the standing current. The normal cathode current of 28 millamps 
in a 6F6 is the majority of the load on the supply. It'll sound 
just FINE running about 15 to 18 millamps. 


2) Build a choke input filter for your power supply, and if 
needed to bring the voltage up to 200 add small capactance to 
the input of the filter (say 0.1 to 1.0 uf). 


Oh, yes, make VERY sure about the source of the bias for your 
output tube. In SOME models, the resistance of the filter choke 
(which is in the can with the output transformer) provided the 
bias: the dynamotor negative (B minus) connection to ground ran 
through the choke. One end of the choke is grounded to the 
case, so you can't re-configure the circuit. Simply running an 
added ac supply B- lead to the chassis will leave the audio 
output tube with no bias. It will sound terrible due to 
excessive plate current, and then it will wear out very fast and 
you won't know why except that I told you so.

I have an early kit with small plywood bread board and a single type 32 
tube. This uses a small variometer for regeneration control. Lots of 
Fahnestock clips. This looks very much like some of the late 30s Allied 
pieces but I have not seen a catalog match. No identification on the 
pieces. Anyone have any info on something this obscure? 


In the 1920s, lots of kits were produced, partly to try to get around the 
patents. I had always assumed that my 1925 trf Erla (Electrical Research 
Labs) with those neat-looking "balloon circloid" RF coils was factory built 
but reading their ad in September 1925 Popular Radio confirmed that it was 
likely a kit. 


The ad reads "Amazing new receiver. Now anyone can build it in an 
amazingly short time this new easy way. Experts assemble at the factory. 
You simply wire." 


Later ads state that one can build it in 45 Minutes.

Joe, there is a decal paper available from a couple of sources that will go 
through a laser printer. I've used it several times, and it works very 
well under the right conditions.... works great if you want to put black 
letters on a substrate that's a lighter color, but WHITE lettering with a 
clear background is nigh impossible. I understand that there might be a 
WHITE toner available for laser printers, but haven't investigated this... 
and anyway, the folks at work who maintain the laser printers might have a 
hissy fit when they discovered the machine contaminated with white 


stuff.... They do make a white decal paper which you can overprint with 
black, but the problem is that laser printer black isn't really dense 
enough to do the trick.... maybe some of the recent inkjet printers might 


do the job, haven't tried everything. I've been trying to do some 
restoration and rescaling on some aircraft instrument dials and the like 
and haven't really found the perfect solution yet. 


The laser printer decal paper is worth experimenting with, however- it's 
available from Micromart, the small/hobby/model tool supply house... and 
it's also available from LABCO. Email labco@mich.com. I think the LABCO 
bunch gives more instructions and hints, think the paper's the same. 


And if anyone out there has solved this problem, sing out!

I'll weigh in on this one, having researched the same question a year or so 
ago... 


Best solution I can suggest is material called "TTS", or “Toner Transfer 
System", from DynaArt Designs. (available from DigikKey and Mouser). 


This paper is designed to maximize toner transfer for making PC boards and 
metal nameplates, but offers a slick way to make decals too. You just print 
(using a color laser printer or copier) on the TTS paper and spray on 
several coats of clear lacquer which becomes the "base" for the decal 
(remember the clear stuff around the edge of your old model airplane 
decals?) You then soak in water, slide the decal off, and apply it. 


Having said all that, I must admit I haven't tried it. And I don't see how 
to get white, which is always what I seen to need. For more info, check 
www.dynaart.com. 


Glad to see this thread come up, as this is a "missing link" in our 
restoration activities.
